Louis St. Ange de Bellerive 


Among the pioneer French of­ 
ficials in the history of the 
Mis­ 
sissippi valley few are more de­ 
serving of esteem and none was 
more beloved than LfflJffs St. Ange 
de Bellerive. 
Born In ^ M ontreal. 
Canada, of noble parentage, 
he 
was sent to the Illinois country in 
his youth, rose to the 
rank 
of 
captain in the French army, and 
was the commanding officer at 
old Fort Vincennes for 
over 
n 
quarter of a 
century. 
In 
the 
name of the King of France 
he 
transferred the command of Fort 
Chartres to the British in 1765. He 
was the last French 
official 
in 
the Illinois country, the first com­ 
mandant of St. Louis, 
and 
the 
first governor of Upper Louisiana, 
having served as acting-governor 
until the arrival of the 
Spanish 
governor, Don Pedro Piernas, in 
1770. He was greatly beloved by 
the 
French 
colonists 
and 
the 
Indians, among whom was Pon­ 
tiac, one of the most renowned of 
Indian chieftains. 
St. Ange began his corspicuop 
career in Missouri and Illinois in 
1724, when he 
went 
westward 
with an expedition for the pur­ 
pose of making an alliance with 
the Padoucas. 
After the success­ 
ful accomplishment of this 
task 
lie returned to Fort Orleans 
on 
the Missouri river, located in the 
present Carroll county 
near 
the 
mouth of Grand river. 
In 1736, 
he was raised to the rank of cap­ 
tain in the 
French 
army 
and 
placed in command of Fort Vin­ 
cennes, in what is now Indiana. 


Remaining at this post for twenty- 
eight years he so gained the love 
and respect of the 
French 
set­ 
tlers and Indians that they often 
called the fort St. Ange 
in 
his 
honor; from the latter term, ap­ 
parently, came the name 
Anga 
Gardien, given to the mission. H< 
took part in the French campaign 
to keep the English out 
of 
the 
Ohio valley and in 
1763, 
when 
the treaty of Paris ended the con­ 
flict, St. Ange remained with one 
captain, two lieutenants, and 
a 
small body of soldiers in charge 
of Fort 
Chartres, 
located 
just 
above the present site of 
Sainte 
Genevieve, until the 
arrival 
of 
the British troops. 
On 
October 
10, 1765, St. Ange, in the name of 
the King of France, delivered to 
Captain Stirling, 
the 
accredited 
commissioner 
of 
his 
Britannic 
majesty, the final possession 
of 
the Illinois country. 
Soon after 
the act of transfer he withdrew 
his command to St. Louis. 
It is 
said in some accounts that, after 
the death of Captain Eterling in 
December 1765, St. Ange return­ 
ed at the request of the inhabit­ 
ants and acted as temporary gov­ 
ernor until the arrival of 
Major 
Frazer. 
While the jurisdiction 
of 
St. 
Ange over the territory cast of the 
Mississippi came to a close with 
the arrival of British troops, 
it 
continued over the region west of 
the river. 
Although this terri­ 
tory had been ceded to Spain by 
the secret treaty 
of 
Fountain- 
bleau, December 3, 1762, formal 
transfer had not been made. St.
